The 
mombors of their own party were led to 
believe that within the party ovorything 
was smooth sailing, excepting in and to 
thoso violontly opposed to remedial logisla- 
tion. They wont home thoroughly  bo- 
lieving that on Tuosday they would come 
back, that the address would oo defended 
by the party, that Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
would be Premier, and that ho was satis- 
factory to the party as their leader, 

Even while the House was in session on 
Thursday last, as was telegraphed to Tle 
Star from Ottawa, the conspirators were in 
session in the room of tho Minister of 
Agriculture. The discontent which caused 
that caucus was not made known to tlie 
Conservative party orto the members in 
attendance at Ottawa. All the members 
except those in the eabul were dismissed to 
their homes, 

On Friday those that remained formed a 
second caucus, and with stupendous pro- 
sumption and without any warrant from 
the Conservative party, ordered Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell to vacate his position. 

On Saturday the conspirators met 
again, still without informing the party 
orthe members of Parliament, who are 
supposed to represent the Conservative 
party, and resigned, 

Tt would be bad enough for any clique 





but it will be very diflicult for them to 
account either to the country or to Purlia- 
ment for their treason to the men of their 
own political persuasion who were in 
attendance last Thursday and were not 
informed of the proceedings then in pro- 
coss and in contemplation. 

The Governor-General has also been 
putin an anomalous and ridiculous posi- 
tion.

In the last 
demonstration of this kind at Alert Bay, 
twenty-five large wooden boxes of this 
staple wore used.

It ia 
not known that any other Indians in 
the world have a custom like this, and — 
it will probably soon be nnknown in —

Negro Snicides Very Rare. 


A remarkable charactovistic of the col- 
ored population of the city is the fact that 
the proportion of them who comiit sui 
cide, who solicit alms or free lodging, and 
who are arrested is much smaller than 
among other classes of people, A colored 
suicide is 4 rarity, and, while the officials 
of the coronor’s office admit that there are 
some, they cannot remember when thoy 
had the last case of the kind, There are on 
an average about 122 cases of suicide re- 
ported tothe coroner annually,and of these 
less than five would be colored, Doputy 
Coroner Dugan, who had been in the office 
for many years, can remomber but a few 
cases of colored suicides. 
The natural light-heartedness and sunny 
temperament of the colored people may be 
given as thoir great safeguard against sui- 
cide, Reverses and disappointments, which 
in a more sensitive class of pooplo would 
result in dospondency and eventual self-de 
struction, are Iaughed aside by the + 
who habitually looks on the bright side of 
life, and manages to get employ.nont out 
of whatever comes his way.

By the 175. the corporate name shall be 
“the trustees of the Protestant Separate 
Schools of the (say) Methodist Church of the 
school section —of the township of

By 23rd 8, the corporate name of the 
Catholic Separate School is exactly similar, 

By carefully examining the original Act, 
you will observe that to-day it is the law of 
Ontario that any five heads of families 
being Protestants may apply in writing to 
have Protestant Separate Schools establish- 
ed. Any five Methodists, any flve Presby- 
terians, any five of the Fres Church Presby- 
terians, any five Baptists, any five Epise: 
Pee or any fiveadherents of any other 
Protestant denomination, heads ot families, 
being Protestant, may apply for the estab: 
lishment ofa Protestant Separate School, 
and the proper authority for that purpose 
shall (imperative,inark you) grant or, to use 
the words of the Act, establish a Protestant 
Separate School, where the trastees of any 
section shall have employed a Roman 
Catholic teacher, What is’the meaning of 
these sections ¢ 
Do they not show not only that the Pab. 
lic Schools of Ontario are intended to be 
Protestant Schools, but to make sure of it 
that they shall be, not only in fact but in | 
practice, if not In name,Protestant Schools, 
else why exclude a Roman Catholic teacher 
at the Ppbion of five Protestant heads of 
families in any school section?

It was, however, 
not yet daylight, being about five 
v'elock in the morning, when the troops 
had finally gafned their position on

in Cuba may be rotting away in the 
same pest holes. It is this prospect 
which makes them desperate and 
bloodthirsty, and eager to accept 
thousand risks to shake off the torture 
which awaits them. 

Bach week batches of Cuban suspects 
are forwarded to Spain. To be a sus- 
pect Is equivalent to being guilty, and 
those who go will, in all probability, 
never return, If a wealthy planter is 
suspected of furnishing financial aid 
to the insurgents, he is pounced upon 
and shipped off. Infinitely better 
would have been his fate had he join- 
ed the insurgent army and been killed 
on the field of battle. 

The ordinary suspect is not executed 
but if he be proved guilty of treason, 
the garrote will speedily end his trou- 
bles. The garrote is the official form 
of capital punishment in Spain. 

Nearly all of the death sentences are 
executed in the Pradera de la Ysldro, 
in Madrid. All executions are public, 
and are usually held early in the morn- 
ing. The criminal is mounted upon 
the back of a tiny Spanish donkey and 
goes to the place of execution In a 
pro fon which consists of citizens,

From Iron Drills and Quickiime to Steel 
Drills and Dynwnite. 


Few mining men in Montana are bet- 
ter known than 1g William Hall, of 
Butte, who was for a long time the 
superintendent of the Alice mine, but 
is now operating in British Columbia. 
Mr. Hall ig an Englishman and a prac- 
tica} miner, 

Phere is no profession in the world 
that has made the rapid progress in 
the last half century that mining has,” 
he sald the other day, being at that 
tme on his way home from an expedt- 
tion to British Columbia, and refering 
to un observation that came naturally 
in the discussion of mining matters 
in a general way. “I can remember the 
time when there wag no such thing as 
wt steel drill or steel faced hammer. 
Sefety fuse wasn't known when I was 
a youngster, ind ag for the rest of 
the Improvements, why, no one would 
live believed you if you had predicted 
the half of them. 

“When the steel drills came out we 
upon them with a reverence 
that amounted to awe, ‘Lhe iron drills 
that had been used up to that time 
were dull things, and the hammers 
Were of the same metal, so that when 
the miner struck the drill with the 
hammer, it gave out a dull, heavy 
sound, like the falling of lead on lead. 
‘The steel rang out as clear as a@ bell, 
auc it was real music to our ears. 
‘here was a time when we made tt a 
rule to carry out a piece of cloth to 
lay the drills on when they were not in 
use, but that feeling gradually wore 
off, and in time we came to throwing 
them around just like any other tool. 
But it was not all at once.

It Is well known that the locomotive 
| Is & fuel consumer of voruct 
tite. Even the most recent “Vauclain 

compound cylinder engines, though 

consuming less coal than single cylin- 

ders, are extravagantly wastful as com- 

pared with stationary engines, for two 

rcorons, First, it is impossible to con- 

dense the steam, which must be push- 

ed out of the cylinde (against the 

pressure of the atmo re) with al- 

most explosive rapidity; second, the 

powerful draught required sucks out 

through the smoke stack a large quan- 
tity of unconsumed fuel. 

The Pennsylvania Raltlroad to-day, 
on its Ines east of Pittsburg only, con- 
sumes about 5,000,000 tons of coal a 
year, requiring @bout twenty loaded 
trains each day for its transportation, 
and return of twenty empty trains. 
More than 2000 coal cars and a propor- 
ticnate number of locomotives are en- 
gaged constantly in this work. 

Mr. Westinghouse shows—and it ls a 
well-known fact to all engincers—that 
gus engines are the most economical of 
all fucl consumers (not exceeding three 
quarters of a pound of coal per horse 
power per hour), the gas belng pro- 
dvced from coal, and he states an equl- 
valent of power to that used by the 
rcad east of Pittsburg, if produced by 
gas engines, would require not more 
than one-elghth the amount of fuel 
consumed by the locomotives, This 
would mean a saving of over 4,000,000 
tons of coal, which now costs the rail- 
road company over $5,000,000 per an- 
nem. 

Mr, Westinghouse propos in view 
of these facts, and of the impracti- 
cabillty of the present moment of con- 
veying powerful electric pressure 
through long distances, to establish at 
ocnvenient points, say 10 or 20 miles 
apart, gas producers, gas engines, and 
dynamos, which will feed sections of 
the line, with electric current or force, 
he estimates that the saving in operat- 
ingg expenses will “justify a large 
encugh capital expenditure to cover 
the complete equipment of the road.” 
Great as is the apparent gain in the 
item of expense for fuel, the incidental 
advantages and economies resulting 
from and following in the wake of 
such a change are, In the aggremate, 
fav greater. Thus, instead of concen: 
trating the tractive force of a long 
train upon one prime mover it could be 
distributed as desired; in fact, each car 
eculd have {ts own motor. Locomotives 
fermerly weigh ten tons; some of them 
now weigh nearly 100 tons. Heavier 
rails and stronger bridges are required, 
not on account of the cars, but of the 
locomotives. These conditions would, 
of course, be materially modified, 

The ability to increase the frequency 
of service of light trains between given 
pceints without materially increasing 
the expense and other attendant ad- 
vintages far too numerous even to 
mention in this paper crowd upon our 
thoughts in contemplating this sub- 
Ject

If we Am- 
ericans were to choose the poet laur- 
eate, we would pick out Watson, Swin- 
burne, Kipling or Morris. But it was 
decided a great many years ago, by 
our own volition, that In matters Bri- 
tish we are only to be spectators, It 
shculd not surprige us, either, that the 
Qreen’s choice (if it were really the 
Queen's) should fall on such a poet as 
Austin.

In pursuance of this custom, 
it is only fair vo assume that, since the 
Ministorial visit to tho West, there are 
alroady a largo and yaried assortment of 
hitherto nondescript young warriors bear- 
ing the name of Mackenzie Bowell and 
Thos Mayne Daly, as there aro. scores of 
fellows sporting the cognomen of other 
prominent personages. 

On a monument that im 
$1000 was this inscription :— 
“Tn memory of Ist Legaio, a head chiof, 
who died a long time ago, before the white 
people came ; and three other head chiofs.” 
‘Paul Logaie said the day he died, to 
his people: ‘One thing I hope: I would 
like to die ina lonely place, so no one 
would seo me, and I hope my people will 
not find my body for live hours; for I 
think I should be in heaven by that timo 
and if they find my body after that they 
can do as they will.” 
© His body was found eight hours after 
he died. 
“God gave him more than he had hoped 
for.” 

This last line had been partially erased, 
ovidontly by some missionary who did not

Gold and Sliver Hoards in Indla. 


Between 1859 and 1889, thirty years, or 
less than half one lifetime, India has ab- 
sorbed £117,000,000 in gold and £227,000, - 
000 in silver, or £344,000,000 in all. 
What has become of the silver we do not 
exactly know, though it is certain that a 
great proportion of itis hoarded as fixed 
and visible woalth, but about the destina- 
tion of the gold there is no doubt what- 
over. 

The people have got the whole of it in 
their own hands, for it is not in circula- 
tion, and are ng it either in ornaments, 
kept, be it observed, to pawn inoxtremity, 
oras hoarded treasure in Goin, such as 
s under almost every peasant’s floor in 
the Punjaub and Eastern Bengal.

| In these January days thousands of 
| ministers and private Christians are 
| wondering about the best ways of 
starting a revival of religion. I can 
tell you a way of starting a revival, 
continental, hemispheric and world- 
wide. You say a jyval starts in 
heaven. Well, it starts in heaven just 
@s & prosperous harvest starts in he 
en. The gun must shine, and the rains 
must descend, but unless you plow and 
sow and cultivate the earth you will 
not raise a bushel of wheat or a peck 
of corn between now and the end of 
the world. How, then, shall a univer- 
sal revival start? By all Christian 
people telling the story of their own 
conversion. Let the men and women 
get up next week in your prayer meet- 
ing, and, not in a conventional or cant- 
ing or doleful way, but in the same 
tone they employ in the family or 
place of business, tell how they cross- 
ed the line, and the revival will begin 
then and there if the prayer meeting 
has not been so dull as to drive out 
all except those concerning whom it 
was foreordained from all eternity 
that they should be there. There are 
so many different ways of being con- 
verted that we want to bear all kinds, 
so that our own case may be helped. 
It always puts me back to hear only 
one kind of exre~!ence, such as a man 
gives when he tells of his Pauline con- 
version—how he was knocked senseless 
and then had a vision and heard yoices 
and after a certain number of days of 
horror got up and shouted for joy. All 
that discourages me, for I was never 
knocked senseless, and I never had 
such a sudden burst of religious rap- 
ture that I lost my equilibrium. But 
after a while a Christian man got up 
fn some meeting and told how he was 
brought up by a devout parentage and 
had always been thoughtful about re- 
ligious things, and gradually the peace 
of the gospel came into his soul like 
the dawn of the morning—no percept- 
ibie difference between moment and 
moment—but- after awhile all pertur- 
bation settled down into a hope that 
had consoled and strengthened him 
during all the vicissitudes of a life- 
time. I said, “That is exhillarating; 
that was my experience.” And so I 
was strengthened.. 

In another prayer meeting a man got 
up and told us how he once hated God, 
and went through all the round of in- 
iguity until we were all on nettles lest 
he should go too much Into the partic- 
ulars, but one day he was by some 
religious power hurled flat, and then 
got up a Christian, and had ever since 
been going around with a Baxter Bi- 
ble with large flaps under his arm, a 
floating evangelist. Well, under this 
ttory many are not helped at all, for 
they know they never hated God and 
they were never dissolute, But after 
awhile some Christlan woman arises 
and says: “I have nothing extraor 
dinary to tell, Yet I think the cares 
of life, the anxietles about my chil- 
dren, and two graves opened in our 
family plot made me.fecl the need of 
God, and werk and helpless and heart- 
broken I flur¢ myself upon his me y 
ond I feel what the Bible calls

derstanding, and I ask your prayers 
that I may live nearer to the Christ 
who has done so much for me.” I de» 
clare that before that woman got 
through we were all crying, not bitter 
tears, but tears of joyful emotion 
In three days in that neighborho 
the feo had gone out of the river 
epringtime freshet of salvation 
the redeemed of the Lord say 80."

purposes. Burned as a gas, five cuble 
feet of it gives a light equal to 240 
candles, as against the sixteen candles 
of London coal gas. Of the cheapne! 
at which it can be put upon the mar- 
ket there is no question. The calcula- 
tion now is that a light equal to sixty 
candles burning ten hours may be soon 
obtained for about two cents. 

Another calculation is that acety- 
lene at this price will be fully equal to 
the gas now furnished at 72 cents a 
thousand cubic feet. The present rate 
in New York City is $1.25 a thousand 
cubic feet. If New Yorkers could cnly 
get acetylene, gas much better than is 
now furnished will cost dimes where 
it costs deliars to-day. Acetylene can 
also be used to enrich poor gas and 
give it greater brilllancy. Acetylene 
has also other uscs—for the produc- 
tion of alcohol, benzine, napthaline, 
collodion, pyrogallic acid and a large 
number of other materials of the high- 
est service in photography, and for 
d;eing, medicines and the arts. It is 
especially adapted for the lighting of 
country houses, cars, cabs and railway 
coaches, and photographers say that

Acetylene is technically a carbide of 
hydrogen. By electricity its manufac- 
ture has been made simple. It is no- 
thing more or less than the uniting of 
carbon and hydrogen, which is accom- 
plished in two simple stages. First a 
quantity of lime is mixed with finely 
powdered coal, charcoal or coke, these 
being forms of carbon. On this mix- 
ture the intense heat of an electric 
furnace is used, the result being that 
the lime parts with the oxygen which 
it has taken up from the air and be- 
comes pure calcium, then taking up 
the carbon. In other words, the lime 
and the coal or charcoal combine un- 
der this enormous heat, ranging from 
3000 to 4000 degrees Fahrenheit. 


A dark gray powder results This, 
technically, is calcium carbide. In the 


Second operation water is added to the 
Powder, which thereupon breaks up 
into lime and the compound of carbon 
and hydrogen. This is the end of the 
Process.—New York World.

Circulation of the Parisian Press. 


Tho circulation of Paris newspapers is 
not generally known. ‘There is only ono, 
the Petit Journal, that, haying a circulatian 
of 1,000,000, ornaments constantly the dead 
walls with these figures. M. Rochefort ha: 
claimed, at different times, 160,000, readers 
for his diatribes, but his sheet only circu- 
lates this number in periods of great political 
offervescence. The newspapers that sell for 
3 sous do not, probably, circulate more 
than 30,000 to 50,000 copies daily, the Fi- 
Karo, perhaps, excepted. They are little 
seen in the eccentric quarters where the 
revolutionary doctrines of M. Rochofort, 
the antisemitism of the Libre Parole, and 
other similar heresies find favor. ‘Those 
that leada more precarious existence do 
not circulate daily more than from 10,000 
to 25,000 copies. he competition with- 
out restraint necessiates economy, and 
causes innumerable defects of detail in the 
less fortunate, which are often made up 
bodily from their contemporaries, aro full 
of errors and printed on paper that hardly 
holds together until one has finished their 
perusal. The habit of borrowivy from one 
another, or of taking from one another's 
columns, without credit and without change 
telegraphic and news matter, is almost uni- 
versal, and gives the Paris press a painful 
monotony. One may often read in twenty 
different dailies, or in more, if one is dis- 
posed to take the troublo, precisely the 
same nows paragraphs, interspersed with 
precisely the same comments and opinions, 
as if the thinking were done at some cen- 
tral oftice and disseminated therefrom. Tt 
is only when it comes to antipathies of 
cliques and individual prejudices, that ap 
pear the yawning gulfs separating persons 
and parties, which, manifested by peoplo 
possesed of so many charming qualities, 
are a continual source of astonishment to 
tho disinterested obsorver.—National Re- 
view.

“The symptoms of tuberculosis are 
extremely variable. They depend upon 
the location, extent and stage of the 
disease. The most frequent seat of 
this infection is the lungs, and hence, 
it is these organs that are usually 
amined first in attempts at diagnos 
One of the most common symptoms at 
the outset of tubersulosis is a rough, 
harsh and unusually dry cough, which 
is sometimes frequent and sometimes 
rare. In many cases it is heard only 
when there fs some especial excitement 
Eating dry food and drinking cold 
water will sometimes arouse it and It 
may be heard immediately after get- 
ting up or upon the commencement 
of exercise. Sometimes it can be arous- 
el by the strong percussion of the 
chest walls or by the inhalation of 
cold air. The respiration may be a 
litthe labored or difficult, but this 
symptom is usually confined to very 
aavanced cases. Upon auscultation of 
the lungs the sounds heard are quite 
nmermal or slightly harsh, or bronchial 
murmur may be increased in inten- 
sity. Sometimes sibilant rales can be 
detected, denoting a partial obstruc- 
tion of some of the bronchial tubes, 
aud sometimes the mucous rale {s pre- 
sent, indicating the existence of fluld 
in the air passages. Occasionally areas 
of muffled sound or dullness are reveal- 
ed by percus.t-=. In advanced cases, 
the nutrition is bad, the animal is 
emaciated, the skin is dry and tense 
(hide bound), the coat Is rough and 
stering, while the appetite Is usually 
g00d.

overwhelmed by snowdrifts, they lay 
down to die beneath fleecy avalanches 
whieh were finally transformed into 
solid ice. This ice, composing glaciers, 
was swept through gorges toward the 
Arctic ocean, carrying the buried 
creatures. 

Thus buried in ice, the mammoths 
were likely to be preserved for an 
indefinite period. Such, in fact, was 
the result, and to this day it occasion- 
ally happens that the thawing of a 
mass of ice by the short summer's sun 
reveals the carcases of one of the 
gigantic beasts, its meat still fresh 
enough to be fed to dogs. Such a 
thing occurred in 1799. The mounted 
skeleton is now in the Imperial Muse- 
um at St. Petersburg, The animal 
Was a small one, comparatively speak- 
ing, being oniy ¥ icet high and 16 feet 
long. 

When the Siberian natives had come 
to know Mr, Schuetze well they told 
him about the ivory deposits In New 
Siberia. The islands of the group, they 
said, were “bullt on mammoth bones.”” 
Subsequent observation by the Lieu- 
tenant confirmed this statement. 

Mammoth ivory, be it understood, is 
more highly valued than any other 
kind. It is worth $4 a pound In the 
crude. The tusk of a big fellow will 
measure 14 feet In length, and will 
Weigh four times as much as the tusk 
of a large elephant. The market de- 
mand for ivory is now supplied to a 
great extent trom-Stherla. The mam- 
moth tusks are carried enormous dis- 
tance overland to reach the reat 
railways. This kind of ivory is known 
aa “fossil” tvory, though that Is a 
misnomer.—New York Sun.

for birds, bolled and dipped in syrup 
for a conserve, etc. Now and then o 
chestnut twig is found which has & 
series of burrs all along {t, Instead of 
the usual two or three that dangle to- 
gether, The Department of Agricul- 
ture would be very much obliged to 
any one who will send to it a freak of 
that kind. It means simply that all 
of the female blossoms along tne 
spike’ that bears the burrs have 
been fertilized by the pollen. Ordinarily 
only two or three of them are iiz- 
ed. If some grafts of the unusual 
growth described can be secured, possl- 
bly the producing power of such trees 
may be multiplied. 

Wonderful things are already being 
accomplished in the cultivaition or 
pecan nuts. It is predicted that the 
profits of plantations of pecans in this 
country will soon rival those of the 
orange groves of Florida and Cali- 
fornia, Pecans will yield from $300 to 
$1000 per acre of profit annually. An 
orchard of the trees will yield a for- 
tune and a big income for anybody 
who has the patience to wait ten years 
for the trees to come into full bear- 
ing. 

A full-grown tree produces two bar- 
rels of nuts each season, which will 
fetch $15 a barrel wholesale. Thou- 
sands of acres of pecans are now 
under cultivation In the Gulf States 
and California. More than fifty varie- 
tle: have already been named. The 
nut fs native to this continent, and ts 
not found elsewhere in the Old World. 
The pecan is a species of hickory 
Lut. The largest and finest specime 
come from Louisiana, The improv 
pecan has a shell so thin that it may 
be crushed easily between the fing 
Hindreds of thousands of pounds of 
pecan nuts are fetched to New York 
annually, and here they are cleaned in 
revolving churns before being placed 
on the market. One concern In this 
city, engaged in the business of “bur- 
nishing” peca=- ‘>> market, gives em- 
Tioyment to fifty people. 

The “meats” in great quantities are 
separated from the shells and sold by 
cther firms, one of which disposes of 
160,400 pounds of the kernels per an- 
num, 
and picking out the meats Is performed 
by machinery. The meats sell for 50 
cents a pound, and are used extensive- 
ly by confectioners. 
cellent for table use. Clockmake 
Gunsmiths use it also. It is a fine fl- 
luminant; a kernel when lighted wili 
burn for a time brilliantly. 

The raising of English walnuts has 
become an important industry in 
Southern California during the last 
few years. That state is producing 
more than 2,000,000 pounds of them 
for market annually. They fetch a 
higher price than those imported from 
Madelra and from Spain and Portugal, 
being of finer quality. They ougnt to 
be called Persian huts, because 
they came originally from that coun- 
try. 
Once In bearing a walnut plantation 
Is one of the best-paying pleces of pro- 
perty under the sun, The nuts are 
futhered by jarring the trees to shake 
down the ripe ones. They are dried 
tu the sun or by artif heat with 
Griat care, so that they may keep 
Well and not turn rancid. 3 :

AGRIQULTURAL STATISTICS, 
Tho Inst report of the Bureau of In- 
dustries for this Province shows shows 
that there are 23,038,974 acres assessed in 

tho rural area of the Province, which is 4 

slight increase ovor the figures for the pre- 
~ ceding year. Of this amount a little over 
half is cleared land, thore being 7,859,714 

in wood land and 2,886,650 in swamp, 
marsh or waste land. In the Lake Ontario 
group, however, 77.3 por cent. of the land 
is cleared, aud in the West Midlands dis- 
trict, 73.4 por cont. Tho number of acres 

in pasture in the province is 2,703,241, 

which, while falling below the figures for 
1891, shows an improyement over the 
figures given for 1892 and 1893.

Dr. Hackett, House Surgeon at Bellovue 
Hospital, gaye an interesting description ot 
the operation on McCarthy and subsequent 
treatment, When the pationt was brought 
into the hospital two wounds were found 
on his body. One bullet had entered the 
body of MeCarthy midway between the 
navel and the spine of the ileam or hip 
bone, and, tearing through che intestinal 
coil, ued in the mascles of the back. 
Wounds of this kind and extent have 
always proven fatal 

‘The other wound was not dangerous, the 
bullet having passed through tho fleshy 
pact of the left hip, 

McCarthy was put under tho influence 
of other two hours after he had been 
brought into the hospital. An incision 
was deftly made in the abdomen, below the 
navel, and extending down dd eight 
inches, and the intestines were carefully 
romoyed and placed on warm towels beside 
tho pationt. 

Seventeen distinct 
discovered, and as four of them were close 
tovether it was iecessy to resect or re 
move six inches of tho intestine u 
ends wore then brought togecber or spliced 
by means of what 1s knowa as a Murphy 
button, which is of silver and in two parts. 
Whon the ends knitted together in eight 
days the button passed off. 

Pho fifloon other punctures were rapidly 
sown up with fine silken thread, and tho 
intestinal coil, thus merded, was thorou,h- 
ly aleansed of blood clots and secretions. 
A wlass drainage tube was used, and the 
fluid was drawn off from the abdominal 
cayity every fifteen minules during twenty- 
four hours. At the end of forty-eight 
hours the drainage tube was removed and 
the wound was closed. 

After the operation McCarthy was weak 
for a number of hours, and it was found 
necessary to feed him by rectal enema, 
consisting of beef peptones, whiskey and 

This was continued two days ; until 
ho was enabled to retain food in the regu- 
lar way McCarthy was kept on fluid 
diet for three weeks, and then was put on 
the regular hospital diet. 

The operation was so successful and the 
patient improved so rapidly afterwards 
Ubat on Wednesday night Drs. Woolsey 
and Hackett placed him in a carriage and 
had him conveyed to the rooms of the

Ir the West Indies the dried leaves 
ano prepared portions of the stem are 
das packing materials. Fresh 
saves dre used to shade young coffee 
or cacao seedlings In nursery beds and 
to cover cacao beans during fermenta- 
tion. The young unopened leaves are 
80 smooth and soft that they are used 
4s “dressing” for blisters. In India 
the dried stock of the plantain leaf Is 
used as a rough kind of twine, and the 
larger parts are made into small 
boxes for holding snuff, dru ete., 
Says the Philadelphia Record. 

Ir the Malay Peninsula the ash of 
the leaf and leaf stalk is used instead 
of soap or Fuller's earth in washing 
clothes, and a solution of the ash is 
often used as salt in cooking. In the 
Dutch Indies the skin of the plantain 
is used forr blacking shoes. The juice 
which flows from all cut parts of the 
banana fs rich in tanning, and of so 
blackening a nature that it may be 
used as Indeltble marking Ink. In Jaya 
the leaves of the “wax banana” are 
covered on the underside with a white 
powder, which ylelds a valuable kind 
of wax, the most valuable wax—clear, 
hard and whitish—forming an import- 
ant article of trade. The ashes of the 
leaves, stem and fruit rind are employ- 
ed In Bengal in many dyeing processes.

The Manilla hemp industry {s 
A large one. About $9,000 tons of fibre, 
valued at £3,000,000, are annually ex- 
perted from the Philippine Islands 
The Manilla hemp plant is grown ex- 
clusively in the south-eastern part of 
the Philippines, and all attempts to 
grow it elsewhere have failed. Many 
articles are made from Manilla hemp 
—mats, cords, hats, plaited work, lace 
handkerchiefs of the finest ture, 
and various qualities of paper. At 
Woeblau, In Switzerland, an industry 
has been stated for making lace and 
materials for ladies’ hats from it, By 
1 simple process it is made into straw

The 
oil distills over and coke remains in the 
The oil is refined by treatment 
with sulphuric acid and neutralized by 
caustic soda, Then by heating and what 
is known as fractional distillation, first 
the benzine, gasolinc and similar light 
oils are obtained. So long as any light 
oilremains no rise of temperature can 
take place in the retort. When all the 
oil of any given specific gravity has been 
riven off, the temperature of the whole 
tises, and the next hydo-carbon of the 
will be obtained.
